A report  from  the  Live  Stock  and  Meats  Specialist  of  the  Bioreau 
of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  now  in  Enorope  indicates  that  the  market 
for  American  lard  in  Germai:iy  has  been  very  drill  for  the  past  several 
weeks.  The  depreciation  of  exchange  has  driven  up  the  price  of  lard  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  German  consumers  ca.nnot  purchase  at  the  prevail- 
ing prices.  The  business  in  other  packing  house  products  such  as  Casings, 
Offals,  and  Salt  Meats  is  not  satisfactory  but  has  not  experienced  the 
same  depression  as  that  of  lard.  The  exports  of  lard  from  the  United 
States  to  Germany  during  January  and  February  of  this  year  have  been  much 
larger  than  during  the  months  of  November  and  December  of  last  year  but 
they  do  not  represent  the  consumption  in  that  country.  The  German  im- 
porters have  accumulated  considerable  stocks,  which  at  the  present  writing, 
they  are  having  difficulty  in  mioving.  The  exports  of  lard  and  neutral 
lard  from  the  United  States  to  Germany  for  the  eight  months  ending  Febru- 
ary 1922,  compared  with  the  same  period  ending  February  I92I,  are  shown 
in  the  accompanying  table.
